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COLLECTIONS AND RESEARCH -— 2008 ANNUAL REPORT 


These are difficult economic times, and The Field Museum is not immune from the global financial crisis. 
The Collections & Research Division has had to adjust to a variety of challenges with regard to its budget 
and staffing levels. With the efforts of dedicated and talented staff across the Museum, we are looking for 
and finding new creative and efficient ways to further our mission, get through the current economic 
downturn, and come out stronger in the end. 


Fortunately, Collections & Research had many successes to build on in 2008, like the creation of The 
Robert A. Pritzker Center for Meteoritics and Polar Studies (discussed in more detail below), and many 
other C&R fundraising accomplishments, as well as a banner year for publications, the expansion of the 
Biodiversity Synthesis Center of the Encyclopedia of Life initiative, and two exceptional new curatorial 
hires that will help buffer the impact of curatorial staff reductions. Our new Assistant Curators are Corrie 
Moreau (Ph.D., Harvard), a world authority on the evolution of ants (and a student of E.O. Wilson), and 
William Parkinson (Ph.D., Michigan), an archaeologist with interests in the prehistory of Europe, the 
Balkans, and the Mediterranean. Although their specialties could hardly be more different, Corrie and Bill 
bring exciting new geographic areas and subject matter specialties to the Museum’s research programs. 
Our staffing base was further enhanced through the generosity of the Negaunee Foundation, with the 
creation of the Museum’s first endowed and named collections position, the Negaunee Collections 
Manager of Mammals. This endowed position, held by the invaluable and irrepressible Bill Stanley, 
underlines the critical nature of our collections staff, and the need to ensure that these positions have 
stable funding. 


Our existing research programs remain vibrant, and the hard work of our scientists yielded many 
achievements in 2008. Our curatorial staff remains as productive as ever, if not more so. The following 
are just a few of the highlights from the publications generated by Field Museum curators during the year. 


e Associate Curator Shannon Hackett, Bucksbaum Postdoctoral Fellow Sushma Reddy 
(both Zoology/Birds), and colleagues from other institutions, published the largest ever study of 
bird genetics in Science, radically redrawing the avian evolutionary tree, which received 
worldwide media coverage. 

° A study in the journal Antiquity by Wheaton College professor and Field Museum 
Research Associate Dean Arnold, in collaboration with curators Ryan Williams and Gary 
Feinman, and conservator J.P. Brown of the Anthropology Department, unlocked the secret to the 
creation of the ancient Mesoamerican pigment known as “Maya Blue.” This story also made front 
page news, and was ranked as one of the top 10 discoveries of 2008 by Archaeology magazine. 
* Curator Olivier Rieppel (Geology) authored an article in Nature describing a new fossil 
turtle at an intermediate stage of evolution, and offering new insights into the origin of the turtle’s 
protective armor. 

° A paper published in Systematic Biology by Associate Curator Rick Ree (Botany), 
“Maximum likelihood inference of geographic range evolution by dispersal, local extinction, and 
cladogenesis,” was cited by the “Faculty of 1000 Biology” literature awareness site 
(www.f1000biology.com), an online review designed to highlight “the most interesting papers 
published in the biological sciences.” Rick’s article was praised for laying the groundwork “for 
improved tools to study historical biogeography, a biologically important topic that is in dire need 
of better statistical approaches.” 


In addition to articles in peer-reviewed journals, Field Museum curators and professional staff had several 
books to their credit during the year. Capping years of intensive work, Richards Curator John Engel 
(Botany), with colleague David Glenny (Landcare Research Institute, New Zealand), published A Flora of 
the Liverworts and Hornworts of New Zealand (Missouri Botanical Gardens Press). This massive 
illustrated guide covers the leafy liverworts, an important component of New Zealand’s green plant flora. 
When completed, the three-volume set will constitute the first flora for these two groups of bryophytes 
since Hooker's Handbook of the New Zealand Flora (1864-1867). 


Also in the fall, Paysages naturels et biodiversité de Madagascar, a book by Field Biologist Steve 
Goodman (Zoology/Birds and Mammals), was published by the Muséum national d’Histoire Naturelle in 
Paris. This nearly 700-page work is an updated and concise synthesis of The Natural History of 
Madagascar (University of Chicago Press, 2003) and is aimed primarily at French and Malagasy scholars, 
students and naturalists. With this in mind, the French Ministry of Foreign Affairs arranged for 2,300 
copies to be distributed to Malagasy scientists and graduate students at no charge. 


Aimed at a broader audience is The Aztec World, a companion book to the exhibition of the same name, 
edited by Curator of Mesoamerican Archaeology Gary Feinman and Elizabeth Brumfiel of Northwestern 
University. This beautifully illustrated survey of the Aztecs brings together traditional subjects like 
cosmology, religion, human sacrifice, and political history, as well as cutting-edge insights on the 
environment and agriculture, health and disease, women and social status, and urbanism. 


The foregoing are just a few examples of the more than 250 articles, monographs, and encyclopedia 
entries published by our scientists during 2008, evidencing the robustness of Field Museum research. 
Economic realities may thin our ranks, but they never slow our pace. As always, our curators and their 
teams traveled to 30 countries around the world for fieldwork. The collections grew by just over a third of 
a percent, to 24,140,796 specimens. Our Collection Managers loaned more than 40,000 specimens to 
institutions and researchers around the world, and welcomed more than 500 visiting scientists to the 
collections. Our biologists and paleontologists described more than 150 species new to science, 
including lichens, bats, scorpions, bivalves, snails, and fossil amphibians and reptiles. Our 
anthropologists uncovered new information on the lifeways and political organization of ancient societies 
in Peru, Hungary, China, Kenya and beyond. 


Collections-based research made 2008 a very successful year for grant support as well. The most 
singular fundraising success of the year was the creation of The Robert A. Pritzker Center for Meteoritics 
and Polar Studies, made possible by a generous endowment of $7.5 million from the Tawani Foundation, 
a result of the dedicated efforts of Collections & Research and Institutional Advancement. This project 
not only revitalizes the Museum’s historic research program in meteoritics, it lays the groundwork for 
potential new areas for Field Museum research in the Arctic and Antarctic, including biodiversity, climate 
change, and paleontology. A search is currently underway for an endowed curator of meteoritics, who 
will lead the center. As part of the center’s formation the Museum also acquired the combined James 
DuPont/Planetary Studies Foundation meteorite collection, which put the FMNH meteorite collection first 
in the world among collections in non-government institutions and fifth overall. This project is unique in 
that it began with over a million dollars in start-up costs, precluding the typical wait for endowment 
earnings to come on-line. 


Another innovative project brought in last year under the auspices of Collections & Research, in 
collaboration with Institutional Advancement, was a $1.7 million grant from the Davee Foundation and the 
Dr. Ralph and Marian Falk Medical Research Trust to establish an innovative pilot program with the 
University of Chicago focusing on the evolution of animal and possible human pathogens across an 
ecological gradient in Africa. The project will establish baseline field and genomic data on birds and small 
mammals and the parasites, viruses, and bacteria that live in and on them. From these baseline surveys, 
emerging diseases can be evaluated from an ecological, evolutionary, and genomic perspective. This 
unique venture is focused on novel cross-disciplinary research between evolutionary biologists, the 
conservation community, and the medical community around wildlife diseases to greatly improve the 
understanding, treatment and prevention of emerging diseases. 


Among other major awards were a $1,200,000 grant to the Anthropology Department from the State 
Department's International Relief and Development Unit to train Iraqi scientists from the National Museum 
and Antiquities Organization in collection management and conservation. The proposal was prepared by 
a team of curators and professional staff, and the project will be directed by Adjunct Curator James 
Phillips. The project is one element of the Iraqi Cultural Heritage Project announced by Laura Bush on 
October 16". 


In Botany, Collections Manager Matt von Konrat and Co-PI’s Collections Manager Robert Licking, 
Curator John Engel and Associate Curator Thorsten Lumbsch were awarded a grant of $349,283 by the 
National Science Foundation (NSF) for the reorganization and consolidation of The Field Museum's 
cryptogam herbarium. The project, which is both facilitated by and enhances the renovation of the 
herbarium, will enhance the physical care and storage of almost 200,000 liverwort and lichen specimens, 
and will expand databasing and digitization initiatives. It will also facilitate collaboration with the 
Museum’s Education Department “Scientist in the Schools” program and the Harris Loan program. 


Bucksbaum Postdoctoral Fellow Sushma Reddy and Associate Curator Shannon Hackett (both 
Zoology/Birds) had their project, “Avian Diversification Across Tropical Asia: A Systematic and 
Biogeographic Analysis of Babblers (Aves: Timaliidae),” funded by NSF at $220,000. This three-year 
project is the first large-scale study of Asian birds and will be a major contribution to biodiversity study in 
tropical Asia, where basic systematic research lags far behind other regions. 


The foregoing are just a few of the more high-profile or high-dollar grants awarded or announced in 2008. 
Funding from the National Science Foundation alone totaled more than $2.5 million dollars, and include 
an incredibly varied array of topics, ranging from the phylogeny of worm snails (Rudiger Bieler, Zoology) 
to Copper Age tribal organization on the Great Hungarian Plain (Bill Parkinson, Anthropology), from 
curation of the orphaned Illinois mammal collection (Larry Heaney and Bill Stanley, Zoology), to social 
change in ancient Puerto Rico (Antonio Curet, Anthropology), from the evolution of skull mechanisms in 
coral reef fishes (Mark Westneat, Zoology) to support for external collaborations in the Elemental Analysis 
Facility (Laure Dussubieux and Ryan Williams, Anthropology). Tallying other awards, from the MacArthur 
Foundation, the Global Biodiversity Information Facility, Earthwatch, the National Geographic Society, 
and many others, total research and collections grants totaled some $20 million, putting the total for 
active grants in Collections and Research at nearly $30 million. 


Our scientists also continue to promote innovative programs on the public education front. Our web- 
based outreach program expeditions@fieldmuseum featured several new or completely updated on-line 
field trips, including a mammal survey in the Philippines with Curator Larry Heaney, a fossil dig in 
Wyoming with Lance Grande (Senior VP, Collections & Research), and a bivalve expedition to Moreton 
Bay, Australia, with Curator Riidiger Bieler (Zoology/Invertebrates). In a similar vein, in conjunction with 
his fieldwork in Tanzania, Assistant Curator Ken Angielczyk (Geology/Fossil Mammals) collaborated with 
the Education Department, the Biological Synthesis Center (BioSynC), and the Global Kids program on 
an experimental educational program called “! Dig Tanzania,” in which 20 high school students from New 
York and Chicago followed the team’s work on-line and via satellite phone, and also participated in a 
virtual fossil dig in the virtual world Teen Second Life. 


BioSynC also kicked off a new digital learning initiative called WhyReef in 2008 with a $300,000 grant 
from the MacArthur Foundation. This one-year pilot project, spearheaded by Scientific Program Manager 
Audrey Aronowksy (BioSynC) and Elizabeth Babcock (Education), uses the virtual world WhyVille to 
teach students about coral reef biology, ecology, and conservation. The core elements of WhyReef are a 
virtual coral reef where students will explore, ask and answer questions, eventually become certified reef 
guides, and a reef simulator gaming module that students will use to model the effects of different 
physical, chemical, and biological parameters on the reef. The goals of the project are to foster an 
interest in coral reefs, to teach students about reef species and ecology, and to encourage students to 
develop and explore coral reef management strategies. 


Back in the real world, we also “opened up” and expanded the Museum’s DNA lab with The Daniel F. and 
Ada L. Rice DNA Discovery Center. This is a working, state-of-the-art molecular systematics facility, 
home to dozens of real DNA projects conducted by our curators and graduate students—but it is also the 
centerpiece of an exhibit, and open to public view, such that visitors can watch our scientists at work, and 
interact with lab personnel. 


Thus, there is much to look back on with pride in 2008, despite a troubling economic context. The Field 
Museum is made of brick and marble; it has stood at this location for nearly 90 years, and will stand 90 
years from now. We need to ensure the Museum's research collections, and its intellectual foundation, 


will endure just as long. To endure at the same level of research quality, and with the same level of 
impact on the world’s knowledge base, will require creativity and energy. In today’s complex environment 
for science funding, and in view of the vast array of competing demands for private, foundation, and 
government dollars, our efforts must be forceful and broad-based. We need to be more aggressive than 
ever to raise funding for basic research, as well as to support basic operations, doing our part to help get 
The Field Museum back into a balanced financial footing. Our scientists must strive for continued 
success on individual investigator-driven projects (e.g., National Science Foundation), but we must also 
investigate new granting agencies, and we must explore large-scale projects “outside the box” of 
traditional sources and structures. The Robert A. Pritzker Center for Meteoritics and Polar Studies is a 
good model in scope and structure, and we are pursuing more initiatives at this scale. The pathogens 
project funded by the Davee Foundation and the Falk Medical Research Trust is another example of new 
directions we can take, tackling real-world issues and augmenting the resources for the basic research 
that is the foundation for all scientific discovery. We need to be alive to more potential projects like this 
one, which is somewhat beyond the boundaries of familiar Field Museum ventures, and yet still 
completely grounded in our core competence: collections-based research. 


We are at a critical point in our history. To maintain our status at the forefront of natural history museums 
requires that we continue to attract, support, and retain first-rank scientists, that we continue to conduct 
cutting-edge research in basic as well as applied areas, that we continue to create new knowledge, that 
we continue to grow our collections not simply in size but significance, and that we not only maintain but 
enhance our capacity to care for and disseminate information from these collections. The goal of the 
1999 Strategic Planning effort was to push the Field to be the best museum of its kind. At this moment in 
the Museum’s history, we need to take strategic and creative steps to realize that goal.

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TRAINING PROGRAMS, 2008 


Each year members of The Field Museum's scientific staff of Collections & Research lead a wide 

ctrum of formal and hands-on training in collections-based research for high school, undergraduate 
and graduate students, and young professionals. Building on the Museum's core subject matter in 
evolutionary and environmental biology and anthropology/archaeology, these programs meet a variety of 
needs—trom encouraging young students to consider careers in the sciences, to training young scientists 
from other countries in research techniques that enable them to tackle environmental conservation issues 
at home. From Chicago neighborhoods to the tropics, the scientists of Collections & Research lend their 
expertise to the training of future generations of biologists and anthropologists. The following is an 
overview of the diverse array of programs led by our curators and professional staff. 


HIGH SCHOOL AND UNDERGRADUATE INTERNSHIPS 


Field Museum Scholarship Committee Internships 
Each year The Field Museum supports summer internships for undergraduate students and recent 
graduates to work directly with scientists at The Field Museum on collections-based research projects. 
Four gmternships were awarded in 2008. Erendira Quintana-Morales of Washington Univ., St. Louis 
assisted Curator Chap Kusimba (Anthropology) in his archeaological excavation of the medieval port city 
of Mtwvapa in Kenya. These excavations resulted in the recovery of five human skeletons, which will 
underg°® DNA analysis, and established new dates for the settlement of the city (ca. 1732 BCE-1750 CE). 
Ryan Felice of Tulane University, working with Assistant Curator Ken Angielczyk (Geology), studied 
vertebral proportions in the fossil synapsid Ophiacodon in order to test the hypothesis that the genus was 
aquatic. Elsa Rodriguez, Dartmouth College, built a database of avian limb bones to create a 

arative benchmark for analysis of ecology and growth patterns of extinct Cretaceous birds, under 
the sv pervision of Associate Curator Peter Makovicky (Geology). Marybeth Tamborra of the University 
os Chicago, working with Greg Mueller (Botany), surveyed the fungi of the Chicago region to investigate 
the effects of air pollution on the ecology and diversity of regional forests. 


Boone Scholars Internships for East Asian Studies

opportunity to study at The Field Museum and research Anthropology collections from Japan, Korea, 
Chin2- and elsewhere in the eastern part of Asia.

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GRADUATE PROGRAMS 


University of Chicago — Committee on Evolutionary Biology (CEB) 

This Ph.D. program within Biological Sciences at the University of Chicago—a collaboration among the 
University, The Field Museum, Brookfield Zoo, Lincoln Park Zoo, and Argonne National Lab—has been 
training students in evolutionary biology for more than 35 years. Twenty-one Field Museum scientists are 
involved in CEB, comprising over a third of its faculty and supervising more than half of the 

program’s Ph.D. candidates. A Field Museum curator has served as Associate Chair of CEB for over a 
decade. Field Museum curators currently serve as primary dissertation advisors for 13 CEB students (out 
of 31 total). 2008 marked the third year of support from a highly competitive Department of Education 
grant to enhance the training of gradate students in evolutionary biology and conservation science. 


University of Chicago — Organismal Biology and Anatomy (OBA) 
Mark Westneat, Curator of Fishes, is adjunct faculty in OBA, where he teaches “Comparative Vertebrate 
Anatomy” every year. Dr. Westneat has supervised five OBA dissertations and served on seven other 


OBA dissertation committees to date. 


University of Illinois at Chicago/Field Museum Anthropology Ph.D. Program 

This program was established in 1995 in order to strengthen anthropology course offerings at UIC and 
enable the university to grant the Ph.D. in Anthropology, as well as to facilitate access by UIC faculty and 
students to Field Museum collections. Besides teaching on a regular basis at UIC, all of The Field 
Museum's anthropology curators are adjunct professors and members of the UIC graduate faculty, 
chairing Ph.D. committees—Field Museum curators collectively chaired five doctoral committees in 
2008—as well as serving on admissions committees, and on search and promotion committees for 
teaching and faculty positions. There are currently 53 Ph.D. students in the program, and FM curators 
work with more than half of them in some capacity (as dissertation committee members, intern 
supervisors, or informal advisors for first-year students). Two UIC graduate students held Field Museum 
fellowships that supported their research during 2008. 


Northwestern University/Field Museum Program in Anthropology 

Formalized in Fall 2001, this program consolidated an emerging relationship between the Anthropology 
programs at the Museum and Northwestern. Eight Field Museum anthropology curators have adjunct 
professor status at Northwestern, and engage in regular teaching duties that are part of the Northwestern 
University course offerings, and select NU anthropologists have adjunct curator status at the Field. 
Currently Associate Curator Ryan Williams is co-chairing one Ph.D. dissertation committee in the 
program. 


University of Illinois at Chicago — Ecology and Evolution Program 

This graduate-degree granting program within the Department of Biological Sciences at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago is a collaboration of the department's eight organismal biologists with nine curators at 
The Field Museum, as well as scientists from the Brookfield Zoo, the Morton Arboretum and other area 
institutions. The collaboration grew out of joint interest in training international colleagues, and the 
program has hosted three MacArthur-sponsored programs for training in tropical conservation, as well as 
several NSF-funded programs in Botany and Zoology. Twelve students based in the Museum's 
Department of Zoology and four in Botany pursued their graduate studies under this program in 2008. 
Curators Bruce Patterson (Zoology), Greg Mueller (Botany), and Scott Lidgard (Geology) serve as 
institutional liaisons. 


Resident Graduate Students 

As the “Higher Education” section of this report demonstrates, graduate student advising, dissertation 
supervision, and university teaching are central to the academic mission of Collections & Research. 
Among the many doctoral students mentored by Field Museum curators is a core group of students 
whose work is squarely based in the Museum's collections and labs—our Resident Graduate Students. 
The students not only have curators on their dissertation committees, but also office space at the 
Museum, access to its facilities, and many of the same privileges as staff. In 2008 The Field Museum 
provided training in collections-based research to 75 Resident Students from the University of Chicago,

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INTERNATIONAL TRAINING AND CAPACITY-BUILDING 


Madagascar Ecology Training 

From 1993 to 2007 Steve Goodman (Field Biologist, Dept. of Zoology) led a joint The Field Museum- 
World Wildlife Fund (WWF) training program in the biological sciences for Malagasy graduate students. 
More than 350 Malagasy students have participated in field schools, and the program has yielded more 
than 500 scientific publications. Over 80 Malagasy students earned advanced degrees within the national 
university system in the fields of zoology and conservation biology, and many ETP graduates have gone 
on to important posts in the non-government and government sectors on Madagascar and are advancing 
conservation programs there. ETP’s work continues in the recently-created, Malagasy-run NGO Vahatra, 
for which Dr. Goodman serves as the Scientific Advisor. In mid-September 2008 Dr. Goodman led a 
workshop on Mahé Island, Seychelles, focusing on one of the most endangered bat species in the world, 
Coleura seychellensis. Dr. Goodman also served as a committee member in a Ph.D. thesis presentation 
for a student at the University of Mauritius on the impact of invasive plants on that island. In October 
2008 Dr. Goodman co-taught a field school in central Madagascar for students and professors from the 
Université d'Antananarivo and The University of Kwa-Zulu Natal. 


Training Programs in Latin American Lichenology and Mycology 

Lichens are key indicators of environmental health, and sources for pharmaceutically active compounds, 
but still are a poorly-known group. Collections Manager and Adjunct Curator Robert Licking (Botany) 
has conducted ongoing training program for Latin American Lichenology and Mycology students and 
professionals since 2003, including courses at Universidad Peruana Cayetano Heredia in Lima, Peru, and 
Las Cruces Biological Station in Costa Rica (sponsored by the Organization for Tropical Studies). In 
2007 Dr. Liicking launched an NSF-funded project that will support 24 lichen workshops in 12 Latin 
American countries through 2010, covering tropical lichenology, quantitative field sampling methods, and 
multivariate analysis of community data. As part of this program, in 2008 he conducted workshops in 
Mexico, Guatemala, Colombia, Venezuela, and Ecuador, training some 80 students and early-career 
scientists 


East Asian Lichenology and Mycology 

Associate Curator and Chair Thorsten Lumbsch (Botany) has had an active training program for students 
interested in Lichenology and Mycology in East Asia since 2006. He is currently advising three students 
Ph.D. students in Thailand. In 2008 Dr. Lumbsch organized a “Thelotremataceae workshop,” which 
trained about 40 students in research on one of the most important families of tropical crustose lichens. 
This workshop was a combined training and scientific meeting, with the proceedings of the scientific 
symposium to appear in 2009. 


Mammalian Biodiversity in the Philippines 

For more than 25 years Curator Larry Heaney (Zoology/Mammals) has been training Filipino scientists on 
the documentation and conservation of vertebrate biodiversity in the Philippines—home to one of most 
unique and severely threatened biodiversity hotspots on earth. With funding from the Museum, the 
National Science Foundation, and the MacArthur Foundation, Dr. Heaney has trained more than 70 
young Filipino university biologists, park managers, and government officials, and has conducted many 
workshops and intensive courses at University of the Philippines—Los Banos and University of the 
Philippines main campus (Diliman). In 2008 he provided training to two park rangers and a member of 
the local tribal council (in the Philippines), as well as an early-career UPLB faculty member (at The Field 
Museum).

Training in Molecular Analysis Techniques 


The Pritzker Laboratory for Molecular Systematics and Evolution is a multi-user Field Museum facility 
dedicated to the collection and analysis of genetic data on the evolutionary relationships among species. 
Lab Manager Kevin Feldheim conducts training for new users in all phases of the data collection process, 
from DNA extraction to sequencing to analysis of the resulting data. During 2008 Dr. Feldheim trained 23 
new users, ranging from high school interns to Ph.D. students to international scientists, including visitors 


from South Africa, India, Germany, Italy and Turkey. Study topics included lemon sharks, tropical birds, 
hornworts, coral reef fish, ants, and southeast Asian snakes.

BIODIVERSITY SYNTHESIS CENTER, 2008 


The Encyclopedia of Life (EOL) serves as an open-access online reference and database for information 
on every named species. The EOL is used as both a teaching and a learning tool, helping scientists, 
educators, students, and the community at large gain a better understanding of biodiversity and evolution. 
Over the next five years, EOL aims to 1) generate one million species pages, each one containing 
content verified by scientific experts, 2) digitize a large portion of the core biodiversity literature, 3) 
generate educational materials for students, schools and universities, and citizen scientists, and 4) use 


EOL page content and cross-linkages as a resource to generate new synthetic knowledge about the 
world’s biodiversity. 


The project, funded by the MacArthur and Sloan Foundations, brings together several of the world’s 
leading natural history institutions, including The Field Museum, the Smithsonian Institution, Harvard 
University, the Marine Biological Laboratory, the Missouri Botanical Garden, and the Biodiversity Heritage 
Library consortium. EOL’s core activities are led by five working groups: Species Sites (led by Cynthia 
Simms-Parr, Sl), Biodiversity Informatics (led by David Patterson, MBL), Scanning and Digitization (led by 
Tom Garnett, BHL), Education and Outreach (led by Marie Studer, Harvard) and Biodiversity Synthesis 
(led by Mark Westneat, TFM). 


The Biodiversity Synthesis Center’s mission is to increase the pace of scientific discovery about 
biodiversity, conservation, and the evolution of life. BioSynC serves as a liaison between the international 
scientific community and EOL. BioSynC helps to recruit EOL involvement within the scientific community 
and organizes and hosts “Synthesis Meetings” bringing together experts in systematics, conservation, 
informatics, and programming to generate data, applications, and visualizations that will promote 
biodiversity research, education, and conservation. 


In January of 2008 BioSynC released a first official call for meeting proposals. The request resulted in 24 
submissions, of which 11 meetings were funded (some meetings funded in 2008 will occur in early 2009 
and are not listed below). To date, synthesis meetings represent the most significant avenue for the 
internationalization of EOL, involving 169 participants from 32 countries. Synthesis meetings produce 
scientific content for EOL, new software and tools for EOL, scientific publications on materials in EOL, 
and major grant proposals. 


Synthesis Meetings 


Meeting 1: MegaTree 

April 18-20, 2008, Chicago, IL. The MegaTree workshop explored methods of mega-phylogeny 
construction and trained students in their implementation. The resulting mega-phylogeny for 
angiosperms may form the basis for a navigational tool in the EOL. This synthesis meeting grew out of 
an NCEAS meeting and will help to build bridges between BioSynC and NCEAS participants. More

Meeting 2: Integrating Evolution Development and Genomics 

May 28-30, 2008, Berkeley, CA. IEDG aims to promote collaborations between researchers in different 
biological disciplines by bringing together researchers working on different aspects of evolutionary biology 
and the Tree of Life. BioSynC’s participation in IEDG focused on how and where to include 
developmental, paleontological, and genetic data in the EOL. http://www.evodevo.org/ 


Meeting 3: Decapods 

June 27-29, 2008, Keelung, Taiwan. This meeting developed ties between the US decapod crustacean 
biologists working on the Decapod Tree of Life project with counterparts in Australasia. Species lists and 
EOL decapod pages are among the primary goals for the EOL. 
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Meeting 4: | Dig Tanzania! 

July 24-27, 2008, Chicago, IL. An innovative collaboration between The Field Museum's Geology and 
Education Departments, Global Kids, and The Department of Antiquities in Tanzania to generate new 
content for future EOL species pages on fossils and co-author grant proposals for large-scale research 
and education projects. The educational workshop (a subset of the synthesis meeting) was attended by 
MacArthur Foundation staff Ben Stokes and Carlene Williams. 


Meeting 5: LifeDesk 

September 8-11, 2008, Chicago, IL. An intensive workshop to expedite the coding for the EOL 
contributory environment, Life Desk Expert. Life Desk will provide a user-friendly content management 
system for scientific authorities around the world to organize and display their content on EOL. 


Meeting 6: Diptera 

October 7-9, 2008, Chicago, IL. A synthesis meeting with 27 participants (including 6 students) to 
combine the output from several maior initiatives: BioSystematic Database of World Diptera, and NSF- 
funded ATOoL project, an NSF-funded PEET project, and digital identification tools. 


Meeting 7: Phylogenetics Standards 
October 19-21, 2008, Fremantle, Australia. An organizational synthesis meeting to introduce 


phylogenetics standards at TDWG and plan for a series of future standards workshops to be co- 
sponsored by BioSynC and NESCent. 


Meeting 8: Consortium for the Barcode of Life 

November 14-16, 2008, Chicago, IL. The CBOL Data Analysis Working Group conducted an 
independently funded synthesis meeting to code contributory tools for the Barcode of Life project and to 
create tools that will enhance information exchange between BOL and EOL. 
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FIELDIANA, 2008 


Fieldiana is a peer-reviewed monographic series published by The Field Museum of Natural History. 
Fieldiana focuses on mid-length monographs and scientific papers pertaining to collections and research 
at The Field Museum. The four series pertain to subject matter in the fields of Anthropology, Botany, 
Geology, and Zoology. Curators, research associates, full-time scientific support staff, full-time paid 
postdoctoral fellows, graduate students of Field Museum curators, and fellowship awardees may submit 
manuscripts for publication in Fieldiana. 


2008 was a year of continuing change for Fieldiana. The board adopted a change to a new larger format 
and new cover and logo designs for all four series. Beginning in January of 2009 Fiel/diana will be printed 
in a new 8.5 by 11 inch format with a color plate on the cover. Much of the manuscript processing is now 
done electronically and it is anticipated that this trend will continue. As a result of these changes, per 
word costs have been reduced (the new format, while more expensive per page, allows more content on 
each page). Three issues will have been published by the end of the calendar year. A 269-page edited 
Festschrift in the Botany series was published on November 24". In addition, Phil Willink and Frank 
Varaldi’s Fishes of Will County was substantially completed this year but did not come out until early 
January 2009 in order to inaugurate the new format. The three completed issues will total 443 pages, a 
250% increase over 2007. Fieldiana is also currently in discussions with the Copyright Clearance Center 
with a goal of increasing revenue and reducing the cost of administering copyrights. 


On the Editorial Board, John Bolt began a new two-year term as Associate Editor for Geology. Gary 
Feinman and Jonathan Haas began their two-year terms as Co-assistant Editors for Anthropology. Both 
Sabine Huhndorf and Janet Voight have been re-appointed for new two-year terms beginning in January 
of 2009. Christine Gianonni joined the board as Library Advisor. Chris Jones joined Fiel/diana in 
September as Editorial Assistant, replacing Courtney Jones, who left the Museum.

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PRITZKER LABORATORY FOR MOLECULAR SYSTEMATICS AND EVOLUTION, 2008

The Pritzker Laboratory for Molecular Systematics and Evolution was named in reco 
support from The Pritzker Foundation. The Pritzker Lab is a Field Museum multi-user core facility whose 
mission is the collection and analysis of genetic data. The majority of the data collected are DNA 
sequences. The main sources of specimens used in the laboratory are the frozen tissue collections of 
The Field Museum's Zoology and Botany Departments, although herbarium and traditional museum skins 
are also used. DNA sequence data are desirable for many reasons in evolutionary studies. Chief among 
these is the fact that DNA sequences are composed of only four nucleotide bases, resulting in data that 
are, in some analytical respects, very simple. Another extremely useful property of DNA sequence data is 
the high level of comparability across species and across studies. Together, these properties mean that 
DNA sequence data can be used to investigate diverse questions at all levels in the biological hierarchy: 
questions about individuals, populations, species, and even phyla and kingdoms.

In addition to DNA sequence data, the lab had several ongoing projects in 2008 employing fragment 
analysis. For example, microsatellite DNA data are being used to examine the mating system of lemon 
sharks, conservation genetics of smalltooth sawfish, and the evolution of brood parasitism in cowbirds. 


The primary activity of lab users is the collection and analysis of genetic data for inferring the 

evolutionary, or phylogenetic, relationships among species. This knowledge of phylogenetic relationships 
is fundamental to understanding organismal evolution and the origins of biological diversity. Patterns of 
phylogenetic relationships among species can be used to trace evolutionary changes and provide insights 
to the biological and geological histories of geographic regions. Another focus of lab research involves 
characterizing the amount of genetic variation within and among populations. These data can be used to 
help guide conservation efforts, and to study the processes driving evolution, such as natural selection. 


The majority of lab users are Field Museum curators, their graduate students from the University of 
Chicago and the University of Illinois at Chicago, and their postdoctoral research scientists. As it does 
every year, the lab had many international visitors in 2008. This year we had visitors from Turkey, New 
Zealand, India, South Africa, Germany, and Italy. Each of these visitors was trained in the proper 
methods for collecting genetic data for their various projects. In 2008 we trained 25 national and 
international scientists to collect genetic data on a wide variety of organisms including sharks, 
mushrooms, coral reef fish, lichenized fungi, bivalves, birds, snakes, bats, sawfish, and toads. The many 
areas of inquiry pursued by these researchers include coevolution of parasites and hosts, the evolution of 
life history traits, rates of evolutionary change, biogeography, conservation, sexual selection, speciation, 


and natural selection at the molecular level. More than 40 new and continuing projects used the DNA 
sequencing facilities in 2008. 


In May of 2008 the Daniel F. and Ada L. Rice DNA Discovery Center opened. This exhibit puts a public 
face on the Pritzker lab. In the exhibit space, visitors have an opportunity to witness DNA research in 
action and speak directly with scientists about their work in our “Talk to the Scientist Hour.” In addition, 
visitors can explore hands-on interactives, videos, and engaging displays that provide information on the 
basics of DNA and offer a behind-the-scenes look at the incredible diversity of the Museum’s collections. 
In conjunction with this exhibit, the Education Department and Pritzker Lab collaborated this past summer 
for the first annual DNA residency program. This program brought four high school students and two high 
school biology teachers into the Museum’s Pritzker Lab for a six-week course. As part of this course, 


they were trained in genetic techniques, including DNA extraction, polymerase chain reaction (PCR), and 
DNA sequencing. 


This year, the Lab Management Committee welcomed two new members, Dr. Leo Smith and Dr. Corrie 
Moreau. Dr. Smith focuses on the comparative evolutionary biology of fishes. His research program falls 
into several broad and overlapping categories: systematics, venomology, biogeography, and evolutionary 
morphology. Dr. Moreau is examining the origin and evolution of ant species, and in particular, how 
different factors may influence patterns of diversification. More specifically, she is interested in how we 
can use molecular methods and ant taxa to address these questions. 
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The Pritzker Lab is a non-departmental unit of Collections & Research supervised by a Management 
Committee. It is available for use by the curators and staff members of the Museum, their collaborators 
and students. All users of the lab are responsible for designing, performing and financing their own lab 
work. We welcome additional collaborations with new institutions and researchers.

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SCANNING ELECTRON MICROSCOPE LABORATORY, 2008 


The Field Museum's two scanning electron microscopes (SEMs) are invaluable research tools for 
examining fine surface details of three-dimensional objects and specimens from the Museum's ; 
collections. The capability of viewing objects at very low magnifications as well as high magnifications 
(over 100,000 times life-size) is one of the special features of our SEMs. Images obtained from the 
scanning electron microscope achieve higher resolution and higher magnification than those observed 
with light microscopy, and the SEM images also provide 300 times more depth-of-field than those 
obtained with conventional light microscopy. 


In addition to imaging, our newest SEM, the variable pressure LEO (Carl Zeiss) EVO Scanning Electron 
Microscope, is equipped with an Oxford Instruments INCA Energy Dispersive Spectroscopy (EDS) . 
system that performs nondestructive major and minor elemental analysis of a variety of objects. This 
SEM was installed in April 2004 and has the largest chamber available for viewing sizeable specimens 
and objects. The LEO (Zeiss) SEM with the Oxford EDS was generously funded by an anonymous donor 
and is part of the Museum’s Elemental Analysis Facility. 


The SEM Lab also has an Amray 1810 SEM that has been upgraded with a PC that has a digital imaging 
capturing system. The Amray SEM is an excellent tool for very low magnification In addition to high 
magnification work, examination without destructive methods (e.g. uncoated specimens), and a large 
range of specimen movement and positioning. Specimen preparation instruments in the lab include a 
Denton Vacuum Desk IV Sputter Coater (new purchase in 2006) for coating non-conductive specimens 
with a thin layer of gold and a Balzers 030 Critical Point Dryer for drying soft tissue. 


The SEM Laboratory is a multi-user research facility used by researchers and students in The Field 
Museum's Departments of Anthropology, Botany, Geology, and Zoology. The laboratory is managed by 
Betty Strack. Twenty-one curators, graduate students (mostly from the University of Chicago and the 
University of Illinois at Chicago), undergraduate interns, professional staff, research associates, and 
international visiting/collaborating scientists from Collections and Research used the SEMs in 2008. The 
Staff, students, and collaborating scientists that had research projects include: Rebecca Banasiak, 
Ridiger Bieler, J.P. Brown, Dave Clarke, Matt Friedman, Hugo Mantilla, Adrian Harris, Larry Heaney, 
Michael Jorgensen, Elizabeth LeClair, Scott Lidgard, Greg Mueller, Bruce Patterson, Kevin Pitz, Rebecca 
Rundell, Petra Sierwald, Bill Stanley, Margaret Thayer, Janet Voight, Ryan Williams, and Tim Wood. 


In 2008, the SEM continues to be an important component of many new and continuing research 
projects.

Curatorial Faculty 


Harold Voris 
Curator of Reptiles and Amphibians, Zoology 


Harold joined The Field Museum in 1973. He is perhaps best known for his work on aquatic snakes in 
the old-world tropics, but he has also studied interactions between goose barnacles and their hosts, 
marine crabs and sea snakes, and in recent years he has done very interesting work mapping ancient 
sea levels from the Pleistocene era in Southeast Asia. Harold has worked all over the world, but his main 
focus has been in Borneo, Malaysia, and Thailand. His international collaborations over the past three 
decades have enriched the field of herpetology and the careers of many a scientist. He has served on a 
number of committees for scientific societies, was a program director at the National Science Foundation 
in the early 1980s, and has been a member of the Board of Directors for the Illinois chapter of the Nature 
Conservancy for eight years. In addition to his research pursuits, Harold has served as the editor of our 
international scientific journal, Fieldiana, for the past four years. 


Harold was also our very first Vice President of Collections & Research, from 1985 to 1989, presiding 
over a notable influx of scientific talent, including John Flynn (Geology), Larry Heaney 
(Zoology/Mammals), Scott Lanyon (Zoology/Bird), Barry Chernoff (Zoology/Fishes), and Chip Stanish 
(Anthropology)—some are still here, some have moved on, but all are top scientists in their fields and 
began their careers at FMNH on Harold’s watch as VP of C&R. He managed the Museum's science 
enterprise as a new age of molecular-based research dawned, and oversaw our computing division 
during the time that mainframe computers gave way to desktop machines. Since he went back to being a 
full-time scientist in 1989, Harold has been a terrific resource of knowledge and experience, and each of 
Harold’s successors have consulted with him on matters of policy and practice, and have benefited from 
his wisdom and calm, reasoned judgment. The Museum and its scientific programs are deeply in 
Harold’s debt, and we look forward to many more years of science and service contributions, as he 
remains on with us as a Curator Emeritus. 


John Bolt 
Curator of Fossil Amphibians and Reptiles, Geology 


John Bolt has been with the Museum since 1972. John has a distinguished reputation for his work on 
early tetrapods—that is, the first animals colonizing land—and has published hundreds of papers and 
described many new species. John also shone as an administrator, serving as Chair of Geology for a 
remarkable nine years, from 1981 to 1990. He was an excellent manager as far as the nuts and bolts of 
running a department, and also a very savvy academic administrator. The Department was truly 
transformed under his chairmanship, with curatorial hires including Peter Crane, Scott Lidgard, Olivier 
Rieppel, John Flynn, and Lance Grande. It is not an understatement to say that John was instrumental in 
putting The Field Museum among the top paleontology programs, if not the best, in the country. John has 
also been very active in the Society of Vertebrate Paleontology, serving as its Treasurer and later on its 
Financial Oversight Committee, where he still serves. In 2006 John received the Gregory Award from 
SVP to honor his commitment to the society. 


John is somewhat rare among museum curators, who sometimes know a lot about their own subject and 
very little beyond that—but John is a true, broadly interested intellectual. He can tell you more than you'll 
ever need to know about Permian reptiles or Mississipian tetrapods, but you can also have a stirring 
conversation with him on history, politics, the economy, or Russian Literature. Also, John is a person of 
deep wisdom and reasoned judgment, and has been a great mentor and resource to many at the 


Museum. Thankfully, we will not see much less of John in retirement, as he will remain with us as an 
Emeritus Curator.

Michael O. Dillon 
Curator of Vascular Plants, Botany 


Mike Dillon has been Curator of Vascular Plants at the Museum since 1978, and served as Chair of the 
Botany Department from 2005 until his retirement at the end of December 2008. To neotropical botanists 
he is known as “Dillon of the Andes,” as he was dubbed by colleagues at the Smithsonian. Over those 
three decades Mike has become one of the world’s leading experts on the plants of Peru, as well as the 
effects of El Nifio events on neotropical plant populations. He has published hundreds of scientific 
papers, several books, and described dozens of new species over the years, principally plants of Peru 
and Chile. He has been a close and generous collaborator and mentor to many South American 
colleagues, fostering scientific discovery and teaching generations of scientists in Peru and Chile. In 
recognition of this Mike has been named honorary professor at several Peruvian universities, and has 
several species of plants named after him. He is also the only scientist we know of who has a scientific 
journal named after him—Dilloniana. To say that Mike is a colorful character is an understatement, as 
anyone who knows him can attest. His experiences could fill a book, whether performing in a Mexican 
rodeo or hiding out from Marxist rebels in the mountains of Peru. Suffice it to say that if George Lucas 
knew Mike Dillon, Indiana Jones would have been a botanist rather than an archaeologist. Like many of 
our curators, retirement has not slowed Mike down—there is a good chance that even as you read this, 


he is conducting fieldwork in Peru. We are delighted that he will be continuing his research as an 
Emeritus Curator. 


John Engel 
Richards Curator of Bryology, Botany 


John Engel has been with The Field Museum for 36 years. John is a world authority on a group of plants 
called liverworts from south temperate and subantarctic regions, including New Zealand, Australia, and 
southern South America. He has published over 120 papers, describing many species new to science; 
he is Co-PI on the NSF liverwort Tree of Life project. John also served as Chair of Botany from 1988 to 
1993. This year the Missouri Botanical Gardens published his massive volume on the A Flora of the 
Liverworts and Hornworts of New Zealand, which is the culmination of years of work, but also the prelude 
to more, as it is the first of three planned volumes. 


In December of last year Fieldiana published a special volume entitled “In Celebration of Dr. John J. 
Engel: A Tribute to 40 years in Bryology,” in recognition of John’s illustrious career and his outstanding 
contributions to bryological research. The volume includes 18 scientific papers on liverworts and 
hornworts by 34 authors from 14 countries, as well as three biographic articles about John, and a full 
bibliography of his publications. Some of the articles describe several new species, including some 
named in honor of John himself. As with many of our curators, retirement is simply a change in status, 
not effort—John will remain with us as an Emeritus Curator, continuing his research unabated. We can 


look forward to Volumes 2 and 3 of A Flora of the Liverworts and Hornworts of New Zealand in the 
coming years. 


Al Newton 
Curator of Insects 


Al has spent over 30 years studying the phylogeny, comparative morphology and evolution of beetles, 
with 23 of those years at The Field Museum. His specialty is the evolution and biogeography of the large 
beetle family Staphylinidae which has over 58,000 named species. Al came to The Field Museum in 
1985 because it had the world’s largest collection of rove beetles—and his work made it even bigger. 
Just one project he conducted in Australia with Margaret Thayer in the mid-1990s added over 400,000 
adults and larvae to the collection, about half of them unknown species. The FM Insect collection grew 
by over 2 million specimens between 1997 and 2007 (10.2 to 12.3 million), and the largest portion of that 
growth was thanks to Al and Margaret. Al's fieldwork has taken him to Mexico, Central America, and 
Chile, as well as Australia and New Zealand. He has authored or co-authored some 100 scientific 
papers. His work has received support from the National Science Foundation, the American 
Philosophical Society, and the National Geographic Society. He also served as a program director at the 
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National Science Foundation for several years. He has trained many students and postdocs, has 
collaborated with scientists from al over the world and is well respected in the entomological community. 
Al is another person who it would be hard to say goodbye to, except for the fact that he will still be in his 
office, continuing his research unabated as an Emeritus Curator. 
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Clarita Nunez 7m 
Collection Manager, Mineralogy and Meteoritics 


Clarita has worked at the Museum for more than 20 years. She started as a clerk in Geology in 1981, 
became Collection Manager of Fossil Invertebrates in 1982, left the next year to work for an oil company 
in Texas, and returned to The Field Museum in 1987, and has served as Collection Manager of the 
Physical Geology collection, which includes meteorites, minerals, and gems, since 1989. For the last two 
decades Clarita has been the person we called on when someone found a rock that they wanted 

identified, or, most often, if they were sure they had found a meteorite. In 1995 she oversaw the 
publication of an updated catalogue of the Field’s meteorite collection, at that time the 7" largest in the 
world. There had not been an updated catalogue published for the collection since 1965. Clarita 
generously delayed her retirement a few months so that she could assist on the incorporation of the new 
collection of meteorites we acquired in 2008, and to manage the very complicated collections issues 
surrounding the creation of the new Gem Hall. Clarita has been one of the most dedicated, hard-working, 


productive, and reliable people on the Museum staff, and to say that she will be sorely missed is an 
understatement. 


Zorica Dabich 
Scientific Illustrator, Botany 


Zorica began working at the Museum in 1978, and over the years she has earned a reputation as one of 
the finest botanical illustrators in the country. She is a talented artist whose illustrations have appeared in 
countless books and journals and even journal covers. She has captured the essence of a broad array of 
organisms, from sunflowers to monkeys to liverworts. Most of Zorica’s illustrations have been done for 
Field Museum scientists, and much of it for Botany, but she has also illustrated animals, most notably with 
her color paintings of monkeys for Phil Hershkovitz’s classic Living New World Monkeys. She has also 
done freelance work for publishers like World Book Encyclopedia. Over the years Zorica’s work has 
gained international recognition. Most recently she executed 162 illustrations for Curator John Engel’s 
massive volume on the Liverwort Flora of New Zealand. A recent review of the book in Bryological Times 
gave high praise for her work, calling them “the best illustrations among liverwort floras that have ever 
been produced.” We wish Zorica a fond farewell and the best for the years to come. 


Elaine Zeiger 
Administrative Assistant, Geology 


Elaine joined the Geology Department in 1983 as Department Secretary. In the days before word- 
processing—and after—she turned literally hundreds of pounds of handwritten pages into professionally 
typed manuscripts, particularly for then-curator and now-VP Lance Grande. She also served as 
Secretary of the Scholarship Committee for almost 20 years, coordinating a steady stream of visiting 
scientists from overseas and the U.S. Above all Elaine was the heart of the Geology Department. She 
kept track of staff birthdays, ensured they were celebrated, and was well known for providing a 
continuous supply of baked goods on a table in the Geology office. She brought in many time-tested 
favorites, and also what she considered to be unsuccessful experiments, which were still good. And for 
who knows how many years she saw to it that every birthday of every Geology staff member, and 


Student, was celebrated. With cake, of course. We thank Elaine for 25 great years, and look forward to 
seeing her in the 3" floor halls as a volunteer. 
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IN MEMORIAM 


Melvin A. Traylor, Jr. 
December 16, 1915 — February 11, 2008 


4". 2008, the Museum and the international ornithological community lost Melvin A. 
Emeritus of Birds, who died at the age of 92. Mel, as he was known to everyone, 
exemplified the kind of staff that dedicate their careers to studying biodiversity through collections-based 
research at our institution. Mel grew up in the Chicago area and first worked for the Museum as a field 
collector in Mexico in 1937. He fought in the Pacific in World War II, losing an eye at Guadalacanal. In 
1946, he collected seabirds in the days after the atom bomb was tested on Bikini Atoll. His love of birds 
and ornithology never left him. On his application for a curatorial position in 1956 he answered a question 
about why he was applying by writing that it was “the only job | want.” His association with the Museum 
spanned more than 50 years (he was curator of birds from 1956 to 1980 and also served as Chairman of 
the Department of Zoology). During his tenure, Mel published volumes of important collections-based 
research on birds of South America, Asia and Africa and was a recognized authority on geographic 
variation in birds of all these regions. Throughout these publications, Mel demonstrated a keen eye for 


the evolutionary implications of his studies.

Mel led numerous expeditions for the institution and along with fellow curators Austin L. Rand and 
Emmett R. Blake helped coordinate divisional field work and acquire private collections that make the 
Field Museum’s bird collections among the best in the world. In taking on these collections, Traylor and 
his colleagues established a tradition of communicating the value of these collections that the Bird 


Division strives to continue today. 


Mel was widely respected for his careful studies and his willingness to work and communicate with others. 
He never stopped being interested in the ornithological activities going on in the Museum and in the world 
at large. Well into the 1990s, Mel and his second wife Marjorie would come into the Museum—she 
volunteered in the public areas and he maintained his office, corresponding with ornithologists around the 
world. He donated funds to the Museum’s library to ensure that the ornithological periodicals would be 
bound and protected. To Mel, being a traditional museum ornithologist included being fascinated by the 
newest approaches to systematics (such as using molecular data), and being a devoted conservationist. 
His legacy includes the one of the most accessible and well-curated collections of birds in the world and 
an established tradition of making that information available to the scientific community, be it through 
research and publications or through providing data on those collections to others.
